The development oí Clontarf as a residen- 
tial suburb is a matter of primary import-

Some men are naturally in- 
tolerant of restraint, born resisters to 
discipline, and are for ever up against 
something or somebody.

UNDESIRABLES. 


Commandants had to feel their way 
along very gingerly in the early months of 
the war, because, in the first place, 
nobody had any experience of. treatment of 
prisoners on euch a gigantic scale, and, 
secondly, because the War Office (or Home 
Office, as the case may be) was firing off 
instructions as to treatment of prisoners 
with bewildering rapidity, often cancelling 
an order within a week, because of change 
of policy. It was very difficult in those 
days to keep a semblance of a velvet glove 
over the iron hand of discipline. When 
things began to settle down, and policies 
of treatment became more stable under 
the eye of the protecting Legations, the 
general attitude of the prisoners im- 
proved, but not before they had to pay a 
terrible price for following wrong leaders. 

Tt was inevitable that in a crowd of, 
say, three thousand men of mixed 
nationalities. and equally mixed classes, 
there would be a heavy proportion of 
“bad eggs,’’ for whom nothing but stern 
handling is of the slightest use. There 
were about eight internment camps in full 
swing in Great Britain before Christmas, 
1914, and I suspect that every one of 
them was doing its best to dumm its un- 
desirables on some other camp as soon as 
possible. We received rather more than 
our share to start with; some of them 
were international! rogues, who would stop 
at nothing on earth, but the difficulty was 
to recognise them in the general medley 
and confusion of tongues. Police records 
were available; for these were alien non- 
combatants, and, therefore, mostly 
potentia! spies, but the records were de- 
ficient in most respects, save where a 
prisoner had come up against the police 
in peace time. Usually, the report con- 
tented itself with the bald statement that 
the man was of alien origin, and most 
likely te become a danger to the safety of 
the State. 


TROUBLE BREWING. 


Germans, Austrians, Poles, Czechs, 
Turks, Greeks, Alsatians and many sub- 
divisions of border combatant States, 
only remotely implicated in the war, 
rolled up from time to time, and, of 
course, many were weeded out on their 
cases being investigated, and subsequently 
joined the Allied forces. A very large 
proportion of Jews came from the purlieus 
of Manchester and the East End of 
London. They were not bad citizens as a 
whole, and many were released from time 
to time to carry on work of national im- 
portance, such as clothes-making and 
similar trades. 

In November, 1914, it became apparent 
that there was trouble brewing. We had 
a very unruly ship’s crew among the 
prisoners, and, with agitators whispering 
revolt, and conditions in the camp very 
uncomfortable owing to frightful weather, 
there was all the material at hand for 
nasty work. Any cause for complaint on 
the part of the prisoners was seized on by 
the agitators, and magnified out of all pro- 
portion. No internment camp is a heaven 
upon earth; this one was recognised as 
‘one of the most comfortable in all respects 
right through the war. Many of the 
prisoners had elected to sleep in bell-tents 
in thé compounds, and up till November 
the conditions were ideal. Then the 
weather broke down badly; the tents were 
old, guy ropes snapped, and the tent- 
dwellers were soon clamouring for hut 
uarters, which were not yet completed.

Maundy Thursday, Maundy being sup- 
posed to be a ccrruption of mandatum, 
the command given in St. John 
15-354, but having more immediate 
reference to the precept to the disciples 
contained in the same chapter, to wash one 
another’s feet. There are others who 
derive the term fro: maund, a basket, and 
consequently for any gift or offering con- 
tained therein. The ceremony of washing 
the feet of the poor on the Thursday before 
Easter has ween observed for many 
centuries, and tas been practised by high 
ecclesiastics and sovereign princes. 
In ancient times it was enstomary for 
the Kings and Queens ot England to wash 
and kiss the feet of as many poor persons 
as the Sovereign wes years old on that 
day, and to bestow on each their maundy. 
This was done in imitation of Christ wash- 
ing the disciples’ feet Queen Elizabeth 
when she was thirty-nine years of age per- 
formed this ceremony at her palace at 
Greenwich, on which occasion the feet of 
tl irty-nine poo: persons were washed first 
by the yeomen of the laundry with water 
and sweet herls and afterwards by the 
sub-almoner, and. lastly by the Queen her- 
self; a distribution of the royai alms being 
then made. James II. is said to have 
heen the last Fnglish Sovereign to perform 
this ceremony in person. The dvties were 
alterwards relegated to the almoner, but 
the bounties were not curtailed. 


A King s Gift, 


On Maundy Thursday April 5, 1731, 
in the reign of George Ii., the King being 
then in his forty-eighth year, there were 
distributed to 48 poor men and as many 
poor women boiled beef and shoulders of 
mutton and small Lowls of ale, and 
after that fish and loaves in abundance. 
In addition te shoes and suwckings and 
other clothing, the recipients were pre- 
sented with leatler bags containing silver 
coins to the value of £4 each.

“he Vatican Library. 


The news that the Vatican Library is 
to be catalogued so as to make it more 
accessible to scholars and the many scien- 
tific missions which go to Rome from all 
parts of the world is interesting. Already 
[ hear that a group of American 
Librarians, headed by J. C. Hanson and 
William W. Bishop, have arrived in Rome. 
Mr. Hanson was for fourteen years the 
chief of the cataloguing division of the 
Library of the United States Congress, 
originating its system of classification, 
and he was also prominent in drafting the 
rules for classification which are now 
standard in England and the United 
States. He is now the Director Librarian 
of the Chicago Libraries. Mr. Bishop is 
Librarian of the University of Michigan. 

The present Pope Pius XI., who was for 
many years Librarian of the Ambrosian 
Collection in Milan, and between the years 
1914-1918 was Prefect of the Vatican 
Library before being appointed to the 
Chair of Peter, is greatly interested in 
modernising the Library. At present only 
one section is to be nabaleveed fa order io 
demonstrate the possibilities of a modern 
system; but it is expected that this will 
eventually apply to the whole Library. 


he Irish Section. 


The Irish section of the Vatican Library 
owes its distinct existence to the Marquis 
MacSwiney. In tle Vatican Library the 
books are all arranged according to the 
various countries. Until 1920 Ireland was 
included in the Englisn section. The 
Marquis worked for a long time both in 
Kime and a} nome in making a represen- 
tutive collection cf Irish works, while 
many Irish aut‘iors gave full collections of 
their works to the Pope. This splendid 
gift was presented by Marquis MacSwiney 
to the Pope, who personally accepted the 
books in his own private library. 

The Royal Society of Antiquaries, with 
other books, presented fifty volumes of 
their invaluable journal. Senator Stop- 
ford Greene, the late Dr. George Sigerson, 
Dr. Lloyd Praeger, Dr. MacAllister, Mr. 
Goddard Orpen, Mr. V. G. Strickland, 
Mr. P. 8S. O’Hezarty, the Rev. T. Cor- 
eoran; S.J. ; Mr. Grattan Flood, etc., were 
contributors. Mr. Herbert Woods's book— 
“A Guide to the Records Deposited in 
the Public Record Office, Dublin '—was 
another interesting contribution. Since 
the Irish section was established the 
collection is constantly growing, either by 
private gifts or purchases from the 
Vatican,

REDUCING COUNTERFEITING. 


It is interesting to learn that one little 
known result of the withdiawal of cold 
coinage is to reduce the crime of counter- 
feiting. Although there has been a good 
deal of coining of florins, money-making 
has really become unpopular among the 
criminal fraiernity. Men of real, but 
misdirected, genius once turned to this 
form of crime, but the, looked with con- 
tempt on a silver coinage. 

When the Mint wa. pouring forth 
sovereigns and hai!-sovereigns it offered 
the great temptation to crime. The 
United States Government has quite 
recently confirmed this view, and during 
the next three months the three great 
Mints in the United States are to produce 
some twenty-five million pounds worth of 
gold coins, but only to be hidden as 
reserves, and not for circniation. An 
eminent American authority has declared 
that the Government agrees with those 
nations who have ceased to distribute gold, 
and for the reason that 1. is a temptation 
to rocues, and its value’ can he seriously 
affected by the criminally minded. 

Naturally, this does no: mean that 
criminals who have the passion for making 
illicit money do rot find an outlet for their 
activities. A Treasury note currency 
obviously tempts them to forgery, but the 
reassuring fact is worth noting that the 
ferger is mor, easily’ rim to ground than 
the counterfeiter People will take Hérivis 
or half-ecrowns more readii than they will 
change notes in any event. When the 
crook has got rid of his money he can 
vanish and leave no clue, but the notes 
passed by the forger are almost certain to 
afiord clues that he never suspects. 

The police are soon able to tell whether 
notes which are being passed off in various 
districts have the same source of origin, 
and thus the hunt is simplified. Their 
success is indicated in the fact that within 
the past coupe of years no less than seven 
have Leen run to earth. 
The crooks have begun to learn that the 
game does not pay. Thus we can have 
almost implicit confidence in Treasury 
notes. 


CLASS DISTINCTION. 


One peculiarity about bogus money- 
making as a lawless profession is that it 
has a class distinction. Master-lorgers are 
the aristocracy ot crime. When hunt- 
ing out coiners, the police have to look 
in the underground areas of back-streets 
or shabby houses in very comthonplace 
suburbs. Dens have been found in such 
places as Clerkenwell Kensington and 
Whitechapel, and the coiners have been 
mechanics, labourers, French polishers 
and metal-workers 

One of the most nvtorious forgers of 
recent years was unearthed living in quite 
good style in Bayswater. ft was his 
‘‘ study’ which contained the printing 
press, photographic apparatus, are lamps, 
engraving plant and the complete and 
most elaborate equipment for making 
paper money. 

In another case it was a delightful 
country bungalcw which contained the 
machinery for ; roducing notes. There is, 
however, a business reason for this 
differeuce. The coiner keeps his own dark 
counsel, and seldom has need of inter- 
mediaries to put his products into circula- 
tion. The forger, however, must persuade 
others to touch his money, and he has to 
keep up appedrances lest his possession of 
ample paper funds should excite suspi- 
cion. 

Fortunately, both classes share a com- 
mon terror. They never know when a stray 
note or a coin wili be their undoing, and 
the law is properly quite without senti- 
ment when forgers or coiners aré to be 
punished.

Gambling is the curse of this generation, 
they say.

In the earliest records of civilisation can be 
found descriptions of primitive fans. 

THE FAN AND THE LOTTERY.

IN CORK. 


THE DEAREST LOAF IN 
THE FREE STATE, 
GOVERNMENT ASKED TO 
TAKE ACTION.

á CORK, Wednesday. 

When the high cost of living in the City of 
Cork was discussed by the members of the 
Harbout Board here to-day it was stated 
that the price of bread in Cork was higher 
than in any other part of the Free State. 

Mr. William Dinan said that he calculated 
that the price of a quartern loaf in the city 
should be 8d., and not 104d., the price that 
is charged at the present time. 

This us portage he said, ‘is paid 
on ten million loaves every year in respect 
of the one hundred ceeded debaters of 
the ag sr area, and means an hnntial sum 
of £80,000 to the people of the city.” 

“ What prevails in regard to the price of 
bread may also apply in regatd to other 
commodities,” declared Mr. Eamonn Lynch, 
who suggested that the general public were 
possibly being fleeced in many other direc- 
tions. 

The hoard finally adopted a resolution re- 
questing the Government to acquire powers 
to fix @ maximum price at which bread might 
he offered for sale in the Free State, and 
calling on them to put into operation the 
findings and recommendations of the Food 
Prices Commission, whose final report was 
issted some time ago. 

They also adopted a motion favoring the 
establishment of a conference of public 
bodies and representative men to consider the 
question, 

THE COST OF LIVING. 

The subject was introduced by Sir John 
Scott, who moved the setting up of a con- 
ference, and said that the cost of living was 
a mattér of great importance to the entire 
community, ially from the employment 
point of view, and he hoped that some prac- 
tical steps would be taken to deal with the 
existing situation in regard to their future 
development and p in trade and com- 
merce, and business in general, It was fre- 
quently stated that the cost of living in Cork 
was higher than in any other part of Ireland, 
and the subject was closely bound up with 
the welfare of the community. The wages 
prevalent in Cork and district wére too high 
for the present industries to+bear, but 
werkers generally replied that the cost of 
living was the canse of the high rate of 
wages. The cost of living was in the hands 
of the consumers, and it lay with them to 
reduce it if they only took the right means 
to do so. Tf the cost of living and wages 
were reduced he had not the slightest doubt 
that employment would he increased. 

Vr. Jd. Kelleher seconded the motion 
which, he said, should have been brought 
forward in a non-contentious manner, and 
not made the opportunity for a curt attack 
on the wages of the workers. 

Mr. John Good sald that he hoped that the 
whole question would be considered, «11 
even-handed justice measured out all round 

“We are heading towards a time when we 
will have either revolution or justice,” he 
said, “and it must be recognised that tlie 
human being is entitled to reasonable treat- 
ment.

FIXING A PRICE. 

Mr, William Dinan, in moving his motion 
wlvocating a maximum price for bread, said 
that the Government instituted a Tribuna! on 
idod prices, and that body produced a most 
interesting report containing many recom. 
mendations, but nothing had so far been done 
by the Goverument to give the public the 
benefit of the recommendations. According 

_ to the official returns, the cost of living was 
‘at present up by two points, but while the 
cost of brea all over the Saorstat had ce- 
clived by one penny per quattern loaf, no 
change had taken place in the price of bread 
in Cork. He maintained that the Govern- 
ment should not allow that state of affairs to 
continue. It was with the object of having 
the matter investigated and reasonable prices 
fixed that he put forward his motion. 
h resclutions were carried.

The judge's decision came as a surprise, and

CORK, Wednesday. 
The City of Cork is threatened with 
complete dislocation of municipal services 
if the Corporation labourers refuse to 
accept the all-round reduction in wages 
which last week was announced by the 
City Commissioner, Mr. P. Monahan. 
An engnamsadgment of the receipt of his 
communication should have been received 
by the Comnussioner from the Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union 
here, and the fact that no acknowledg- 
ment has been received is regarded in cer- 
tain quarters 4s ominous, 
So far as I can gather, the majority of 


‘the workers affected are not to consider 


the question ol any further ‘‘ cuts” in 
their pay, and, in this event, the possi- 
bility of a strike is by no means remote. 
A strong rumour prevailed in the city to- 
day that this drastic step would be taken, 
but from inquiries made I learn that no 
decision in the matter has yet been 
reached. 

As the reductions do not become opera- 
tive before the 19th inst. virtually ten 
days will remain for negotiations after 
the Kaster holidays, and I understand 
that some communication with this end 
in view may be issued by the workers’ 
organisations eurly next week. 

REDUCING THE S80ALE. . 

When a Commissioner was appointed 
for Cork, in succession to the dissolved 
Corporation, four yeats ago, the minimam 
rate of wages paid to municipal workers 
was 72s. 6d. Dy a series of “ cuts’ that 
scale has been reduced to 56s., and Mr. 
Monahan, I understand, now seeks to 
establish a minimum wage of 50s. for the 
majority of the unskilled labourers and 
52s. for the ‘‘ highway ” workers, as the 
street scavengers and similar types of 
employé are technically called. 

In the case of lamp-lighters a separate 
scheme is proposed. It involves the aboli- 
tion of their double day’s pay for Sunday 
work and the ostablishment of a 60s. flat 
scale, to become effective after three re- 
ductions in a period of eighteen months. 
The smaller “ cuts ” will be made in two 
moieties during six months. 

The men’s attitude was explained by 
Mr. R. 8. Anthony, the Labour member 
of the Dail, who made a passing reference 
to the proposed reductions at to-day’s 
meeting of the Harbour Board. * An 
increase of live points in the cost of 
living is revealed in the latest official 
figures in respect of the Irish Free State,” 
he declared, ' and this would not appear 
to justify the Commissioner's proposal to 
reduce the wages of municipal workers at 
the present time.”

FALSE PRETENCES CHARGE

SEQUEL TO SALE OF GREY- 
HOUNDS. 


George Smyth, of Cooke street, Belfast, and 
his son, George, were charged at the Belfast 
City Commission yesterday with false pre- 
tences in connection with the sale of two 

hounds to Herbert Ellis, of Ashton. 
under-Lyne, Lancashire. 

The charge against them was that they 
pretended to Ellis that a dog, which was sold 
to him, had been purchased from the manager 
of the Co-operative Creamery, Killenaule, 
Tipperary, and that the name of it was Late 
Arrival, and that a document purporting to 
be a certificate of this dog in the Irish Grey- 
hound Stud Book was a genuine certificate 
issued by one T. A. Morris, by means of 
which false pretences they unlawfully ob- 
tained from Herbert Ellis £12 with intent to 
defraud, whereas in fact the dog had not been 
bought, or registered, as alleged, and its 
name was not Late Arrival. George Smyth, 
jun., was further charged with false pretences 
in connection with a dog named Marineer. 
which was sold to Herbert Ellis for £25. 

George Smyth, jun., pleaded guilty, and 
George Smyth, sen., pleaded not guilty 

Mr, Lowry, K.C., with Mr. Chambers (in- 
structed by Mr. Barron), appeared for the 
accuséd men, and, in pleading for leniency for 
Smyth junior, said that his wife was in a 
critical state of health. Owing to the deve- 
lopment of this sport of greyhound racing 
these dogs had got a zreatly enhanced value, 
and the temptation to make what was easy 
monev overtook this young man.

FREE STATE INCOME TAX. : 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—When the Free State ‘Finance 


Minister took the shilling off the income} 


tax it was claimed that one of the results 
of this reduction might be to induce the 
large number of disbanded civil servants to 
return to residence in Ireland. Has this 
reduction been effective for the purpose? 
What the exiled ex-civil sérvants want to 
know is this:—Would they have less tax to 
pay in the Free State than they have to 
pay in England at nt? 

A few examples by way of comparison may 
be instructive, premising that in England 
oné-sixth is deducted from the total as against 
one-tenth in Dublin, and that, by the English 
Finance Act of 1925, earned income and 
income from investments are, up to a joint 
total of £500, placed on the same footing for 
taxpayers over sixty-five years of age. I 
am told that this concession has no existence 
in the Free State. In the following com- 
parisons the necessary allowances are made 
on the basis of “ husband and wife,” which 
is the normal state of affairs. No. 1 has 
a pension of £306; taxable income after 
allowances ih England, £60; tax at 2s. iw 
the £1=£3. In the Free State the taxable 
income would be £50 8s.; tax at Is. 6d. 
would be, as nearly as possible, £3 15s. 7d. 

No. ension eMe taxable income in 
England, £65 at 2s. tax, £6 10s.; but in 
the Kree State the taxable income would 
be £88 4s., which at ls. 6d. would make 
a tax of £6 128. 44 

No, 5. This pensioner is over sixty-five, 
His pension is £306, with income of £30 
from investments made out of his life's 
sevings. laxable income in England on the 
joint total is £55, and this at 2s. makes 
a tax payable of £5 10s. In the Free State 
the taxable income would be £80 8s. at 
ls. 6d.- 46 Os. 7d. 

No. 4. This pensioner, over 
resides at Cardiff. His pension is only £120, 
but he has income from shares of £150. The 
allowancés muke his taxdble ineomeé nil; so 
he has nothing to pay in income tax, bet in 
the Free State his taxable income would 
be £33, which at 1s. 6d. in the £1 would 
come to a tax of £2 9s. 6d. 

No. 5 is over sixty-five; pension £250; 
investments make for him £104; taxable 
balance £70, tax £7. Were he in the Free 
State this taxpayer would be charged for 
income tax £7 16s. 

No. 6. This man has no pension, but he 
has an income from investments of 8460. 
He is over sixty-five. His taxable income is 
£150, making the tax £15. In the Free 
State his taxable income would be £225, 
and at 1s. 6d. a tax of £16 17s. 64, 

The above cases are taken as fairly repre- 
senting the majority of those who have to 
pay income tax. No doubt, if larger figures 
were taken, the comparison would look more 
favourable for the Free State, but the larger 
figures would apply to very few of the, tax- 
payers referred to. So far as Í have been 
able to ascertain, the Free State makes no 
concession to taxpayers over sixty-five who 
have. small investments. Do these compari- 
sons show that any real effort has been 
made to induce those who have “' cleared 
out” to come back’ The income tax is, 
however, only one item. Tariffs give no 
trouble over here, The same can hardly be 
said for the Free State, where the cost of 
living is admittedly high.—Yours, ete.,

The Free State’s Prospects, 


The North City of Dublim by-election 
resulted yesterday in a victory for Mr. 
Vincent Rice, K.C., the Government 
candidate, who received more votes than 
his two opponents combined. Mr. Rice's 
substantial victory has given the Govern- 
ment an additional vote in the Hous. 
For the first time since the establishment 
of the Free State Dáil Kireann is now 
complete. The policy of abstention has 
heen abandoned finally, and Mr. Rice's 
entry to the Dáil will mark tha opening 
of a new phase in the nation’s political 
life. The Free State Government has 
received a vote of confidence from North 
Dublin. We have little doubt that a like 
result would be obtained to-morrow in 
the majority of constituencies throughout 
the Saorstát; for Fianna Fdil’s tardy 
acceptance of constitutional methods, 
welcome as it was, has served to expose 
the barrenness of the party's political 
programme. Nevertheless, the Govern- 
ment’s majority in Dáil Eireann still is 
very small. Actually President Cosgrave’s 
party is in a minority and continues to 
remain in office only by virtue of inde- 
pendent support. This condition of affairs 
undoubtedly has weakened the Executive, 
but it has safeguarded the -ountry against 
hasty or ill-considered legislation. On 
the whole, the present alignment of 
parties in the Dáil has given good results, 
and, unless the Government does some- 
thing outrageous—an emergency which, 
in view of its previous record, is exceed- 
ingly remote—there seems to be no reason 
why it should not remain in office for the 


next few years. 

The first essential not only for tho 
Government’s safety, but for the country’s 
welfare, is a good Budget. Mr. Blythe's 
proposals probably will be laid before 
Dáil Eireann shortly aftes the Easter 
recess, and we hope that something will 
be done to lighten the country’s heavy 
burden... Already the Government has 
committed itself to the restoration of the 
old age pensions’ rate to ten shillings per 
week—a concession which will cost the 
Exchequer some £150,000 per annum.

Trade 
responds very quickly to the least 
encouragement, and during the past 
twelve months there has been a marked 
improvement in the country’s economic

Stable government 
has been achieved after long years of 
weary endeavour. The national finances, 
largely as a result of two very successful 
loans, have been placed on a fairly sound 
foundation. Within the next twelve months, 
we may hope, electric power will be 
available from the Shannon, The farmers 
will be in a position to obtain credits 
from the new Agricultural Credits Cor- 
poration, and a number of ‘nascent 
industries will come within sight of 
maturity. All the omens are propitious. 
If Mr. Blythe gives the country a chance, 
it ought to have a “bumper” year; but 


it would be foolish to pretend that the 


Budget is not being awaited with some 


anxiety, One’ thing is quite certain: 
the country desires no more tariffs. The 
folly of a protective policy for the Free 
State has been demonstrated to the hilt, 
and the fact that Mr. Blythe's existing 
import duties are proving to be such a 
lucrative source of revenue is the greatest 
economic argument against them. Excel- 
lent results have been obtained through 
the co-operation of the Free State Govern- 
ment with the Empire Marketing Board. 
Still better results can be obtained in the 
future, but they will be retarded in- 
evitably if the Free State Government 
persists in its tariffs, The main object 
of the Saorstát ought to be to sell its 
produce to Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland. In this way, and in no other 
way, economic prosperity can be achieved.

The Cost of Bread. 


The cost of bread is said to be higher 
in Cork than in any other part of the 
Irish Free State. Throughout the Free 
State this vital necessary is much too 
costly. The Cork Harbour Board dis- 
cussed the problem yesterday, and called 
on the Government of the Saorstát to come 
to the rescue by putting into operation the 
findings of the roed Prices Commission. 
Mr. William Dinan said that the price 
of the quartern loaf ought to be 84d. and 
not, as at present, 103d., and he pointed 
out that, since 100,000 persons consume 
some 10,000,000 loaves every year, the 
excessive charge means an annual extor- 
tion of £80,000 from the inhabitants of 
the city. He moved resolutions, which 
were adopted, asking that the State should 
fix a maximum price for bread. Sir John 
Scott moved another resolution, whien 
also was adopted, advocating the estab- 
lishment of a conference of public bodies 
and representative men for the investiga- 
tion of the cost of living. He said that 
trade, commerce {nd business in general 
could not progress while the cost of living 
remained excessively high. and that the 
remedy lay in the hands of the con- 
sumers. It is the multitude that suffers 
while high prices reign, but hitherto the 
multitude has been an apparently willing 
victim. It was with difficulty that the 
Free State Food Prices Tribunal induced 
witnesses to come forward with frank 
accounts of the over charging that every- 
one knows to be rampant, In Dublin, 
which largely sets the pace for the whole 
country, ‘‘profiteers” prosper all the 
more because housewives neglect to go 
from shop to shop, or from district to 
district, in search of wares offered at 
reasonable prices. The thrifty English- 
woman refuses to deal in a shop where 
butter is a penny a th. too sear or two- 
pence a dozen is charged for eggs beyond 
the ruling price; and until her methods 
are copied Irish consumers will have 
themselves to thank for their fleecing. 
Finally, the Irish consumer is slack in 
seeking from his farliamentary and 
municipal representatives a definite stand 
on the problem of the cost of living. 
Political policies are propagated and dis- 
cussed ; they win or lose elections ; and 
the electors show themselves quite in- 
different to the bearing of these policies 
on the individual's ability to pay his 


butcher’s and grocer's bills and his income 


tax.

Almost every writer commits in his early 
days of authurstip indiscretions that gall 
him in later years. His fist books lack 
the finished grace oi style that comes with 
maturity, and their turbulent emotions 
offend the serene judginen; and the urbane 
temper. M. Paul Claudel, poet and 
dramatist; now French Ambassador to the 
United States, has been annoyed ‘in this 
manner by the prcduction: of one of his 
earliest’ works, a play called Partage de 
Midi. Every reader of L’Annonce faile a 
Marie, which Las enjoyed no small vogue 
in literary Ireland, knows, that M. Claudel 
is a mystical writer, fincing his whole 
inspiration in religion. J’artage de Midi 
is a work so blatantly in conflict with all 
that the ripe genius of the poet represents, 
that M. Claudel has sought to secure, and 
to destroy, every printed copy extant. 
Some time ago, as the Paris Correspondent 
of the Daily Telegraph states, the play was 
produced in a Parisian theatre without 
the author’s sanction, and now he has 
appealed to the Société des Auteurs 
Dramatiques to take legal action against 
the offenders. Can a writer hope thus to 
obliterate his pest? The effort almost 
always is in vain. Jitera scripte manet. 
Some authors work over their early 
writings, seeking to make them conformable 
to mature art and opinion. This practice, 
too, usually is futile. The flush of coin- 
position is gone, and the chisel gashes, 
while it does not amend, that which was 
fused in enthusiasm. It i; better, per- 
haps, to leave posterity to discount for 
itself that which was false in early essays 
by the truth that is: displayed in late 
achievement. The dramatist whom France 
has honoured even in his lifetime never 
will lose in honour becauss a foolish 
youth once handiec his pen.

Holders of large stocks began offering 
lots for sale, and the price of spot rubber 
dropped 2d. per pound almost imme- 
diateiy. There were, however, few buyers. 

While the removal of the restrictions 
was not unexpected, it had been thought 
by the Stock Exchange that they would 
come off by gradual. stages. 

British rubber interests have about 
seven months in which to arrange for a 
reversion from the present production of 
60 per cent. of their normal output to full 
production. This interval may also 
serve for negotiations with Dutch rubber 
planting interests, with a view to com- 
bined restriction of outputs without 
Government control, or a centralised sell- 
ing agency for all growers, 

In ‘Mincing Lane the market for rubber 
was completely demoralised and there was 
a drop of between oN and 3d. on the 
overnight quotation of 1s. 1d. per pound. 
The price afterwards recoyered slightly, 
but the market was still very disorganised 
and dealing was often a matter of 
difficulty. 


EXCITEMENT IN NEW YORK. 

Amid scenes of unparalleled excitement, 
prices on the Rubber exchange dropped 
five cents, following Mr. Baldwin's 
announcement (says Reuter). Trading 
reached the biggest volume on record, 
2,507 lots changing hands during the first 
three hours. July, which opened at 26.50 
cents, slumped to 22, moved to 23, and 
then declined to 21.70. Similar move- 
ments occurred in most other positions, 
July, September and December being the 
most active months. 

The decision is more drastic than was 
expected. The general opinion throngh- 
out the trade was that the regulations 
would be revised, but few people believed 
that the restrictions would be totally 
abolished. 

Shares of several of the rubber and 
tyre companies (adds The Times) declined 
on the prospect: that their stocks would 
have to. be marked down. The United 
States. Rubber Company is hardest hit by 
the abandonment of the Stevenson 
scheme because of its ownership of 
rubber plantations, and its large stocks 
on hand here and in the market. 


ALL REGORDS BROKEN. 

The total volume of business done 
during the day amounted to 3,594 lots, 
equivalent to 8,985 tons, valued at 806,000 
dollars (£161,200), thus eclipsing all 
previous records in the history “of the 
Exchange.

GALLERY. 


REMOVED AFTER HARD 


STRUGGLE,

A sensational incident occurred in the 
House of Commons during Jast night's 
debate on newspaper syndicates. Mr. 
Snell, the Labour member for Woolwich, 
had just appealed to the literary staffs 
of n rs to make a stand in defence 
of the highest traditions of the journalistic 
profession, when a man occupying a seat 
in the second row of the Strangers’ Gallery 
rose and shouted: “I can give that pro- 
tection.” 

The attendant in the gallery—which was 
well filled with visitors—hastened towards 
the man. Before he could reach him, 
however, the man had stepped on to the 
front row of the gallery, and, grasping 
the rails which separate it from the Peers’ 
Gallery, half vaulted and half flung him- 
self into the gallery below. 

This gallery, which is reserved for peers, 
was empty. When the man alighted in 
it he lost his balance and fell to the 
floor, The only other person about was 
the attendant in charge of the Peers’ 
Gallery, who sprang forward and seized 
the man as he was endeavouring to raise 
himself. 

A severe struggle took place, but the 
gallery attendant was able to hold the 
man down until further assistance arrived, 
in the person of one of the visitors in 
the Strangers’ Gallery and the other 
gallery attendant. They overcame the 
man, who was of werful build, and 
dragged him out of the gallery. 

His intention appeared to have been to 
drop on the floor of the House, and but 
for falling in the Peers’ Gallery he 
probably would have succeeded. : 

Aíter the incident the debate was 
resumed, and the man was removed to 
the Police Inspector's room, where he gave 
his name as Edward Charles Humphreys, 
of Richard Cottages, Watlington, near 
Battle, Sussex, and his ‘age as 32. He 
told the police that he had come to the 
House to see the Prime Minister. 

Dr. Vernon Davies, M.P., was sum- 
moned, and, after having examined the 
man, declared that he was suffering from 
acute neurasthenia. Dr. Davies ordered 
the man to be taken to hospital, and he 
was removed in an ambulance to West- 
minster Hospital, where he was found to 
be suffering from delusions. He was 
taken finally to Fulham Infirmary, where 
he will be kept under observation. 


SUFFRAGIST EXPLOIT RECALLED. 

Not since the pre-war suffragist demon- 
strations has there been anything like an 
organised attempt to upset the proceed- 
ings of the House of Commons. In those 
days anything was expected, but last 
night’s incident was quite unexpected. 

The last time that anything like last 
night's incident occurred was in 1916, 
when a male occupant of the Strangers’ 
Gallery dropped from it te the floor of the 
Chamber and had got half-way towards 
the Speaker’s chair before he was seized 
and hurried out of the House. 

On another, occasion a demonstrator 
threw a bag of flour on to the floor of the 
House, the missile falling and scattering 
its contents near the Treasury bench. r 

When the suffrage agitation was at its 
height the disorder became so frequent 
that it was found necessary to close the 
Strangers’ and Ladies’ Galleries entirely. 
They were re-opened only after the pass- 
ing of an Act making disorderly demon- 
strations in the House offences in respect 
of which common law proceedings could 


be taken.

WHY MINISTERS DID NOT 
VOTE FOR FRANCHISE BILL. 


The report of a revolt within the 
Cabinet was described as “an egregious 
mare's nest’’ by Mr. Amery, at Birming- 
ham, last night. Explaining why certain 
Conservative members, including three 
Cabinet Ministers, were absent from the 
second reading of the Franchise Bill, he 
said that it was obvious that, if there was 
a division ut al], it would be mere formal 
protest by a very small handful of 
members of the Conservative Party, who 
— have preferred the age to be twenty- 
ve. 

“ Under those circumstances, a certain 
number of members like myself, who had 
a good deal of very heavy work to do that 
night, thought they were serving the 
country better by doing their work than 
by breaking up the evening to go back on 
the chance of there being a division.’’ 

Mr. Amery said that he happened to 
have been a consistent supporter of 
women’s suffrage throughout. 

“We believe that our policy is the 
policy of the future, and that it is to the 
young men and young women of England 
that we can safely look to carry forward 
our great traditions to save the country 
from the difficulties and problems with 
which the ccnsequences of the Great War 
beset us. That, at any rate, has been the 
view of our party, and it was confirmed 
by an overwhelming and almost unani- 
mous vote in the House of Commons the 
other night.” 


WELSH COALFIELD 
DISTRESS. 


MEMORIAL TO THE PRIME 
MINISTER. 


The grave situation in the South Wales 
coalfield was considered by coalowners, 
members of the Executive of the South 
Wales Miners’ Federation and M.P.’s for 
the Monmouthshire and Glamorgan coal- 
field areas at a joint meeting at the House 
of Commons last night. 

The general view of the meeting was 
that the industry itself could not be ex- 
pected to find a remedy for the existing 
state of affairs.

Tt is true that in the early stages of 
compulsory restriction the majority of 
rubber-growers were in favour of it, but it 
has been vigorously and consistently 
opposed by a few far-seeing men associated 
with the industry, both in Malaya and 
Ceylon, and the volume of protests has 
steadily grown.

THE CITY OF CRIME. 


CHIEF OF CHICAGO GUN- 
MEN CAPTURED. 


From OUR Own Corgespon pent. 
CHICAGO, Wednesday. 

While leaders of both political camps 
in this city continued to blame each other 
for the reign of terror which has con- 
tinued for several months, Federal pro- 
hibition department officials express the 
opinion that many of the bombings and 
murders will be cleared up with the 
capture ol Lorenzo Juliano. 

Juliano was taken by agents working 
on information given to the department 
by a convict recently released from the 
Federal prison at Leavenworth. He was 
taken to the Federal building and 
questioned for a long time. Following 
the interrogation, his. inquisitors, while 
declining to make known exactly what 
they had learned, hinted that Juliano is 
responsible for the murdér of “ Diamond 
Joe’’ Esposito, the Italian political 
leader, and for the recent bombing of the 
homes of Senator Deneen and Judge 
Swanson. It is reported that he has made 
a partial confession. | 

In the meantime the Federal authorities 
and the city police are still at grips. Five 
hundred policemen, divided into special 
squads, equipped with machine guns, are 

atrolling the city in an attempt to locate 
Miron Coffey, the “dry ” agent, who last 
week shot and seriously wounded the 
court bailiff. William Beatty, a lieuténant 
of Mayor Thompson, during a raid upon 
a “soft drink" parlour. The loca] . pro- 
hibition department has refused «to 
surrender Coffey to’ them. 

With this army of men combing: the 
city, “dry ” agents have found things too 
hot for them, and have temporarily taken 
to cover.

NAHAS PASHA’S NOTE. 


INTERVENTION THAT 
MEANS VERITABLE 
ABDICATION. 


In a Note to Lord Lloyd on March 30th 
Nahas Pasha reiers to the Aide Memoire 
sent to Sarwat Pasha on March 4th, in 
which the High Commissioner said that, 
since the conversations between Sir Austen 
Chamberlain and Sarwat Pasha had not 
succeeded in attaining their object, “ His 
Majesty’s Government cannot permit the 
discharge of any of their responsibilities 
under the declaration of February 28th, 
1922, to be endangered, whether “by 
Egyptian legislation or by administrative 
action, and that they reserve the righ; 
to take such steps as in their view the 
situation may demand.” 

“In reply,” says Nahas Pasha, “the 
Egyptian Government desires first of all 
tu express its deep regret that it has been 
confronted with the Aide AMemoire of 
March 4th, which does not correspond 
with its frank willingness to develép and 
fortify the bonds of friendship which 
should govern the relations between Great 
Britain and Egypt. 


INTERMATIONAL LAW. 

“Considered from the point of view of 
international law. the Aid. Memoire is 
ar evident departure frem the rules ad- 
mitted in matters of diplomatic interven- 
tion which cannot, without complete 
change of character, give to the inter- 
vening State a right cf control over acts 
of the other State. . In fact, the Egyptian 
Government has always endeavoured to 
convey to British subjects, as to foreigners 
in general, the clear uopression that it 
watches over their security and tran- 
quillity, and that the protection of their 
interests is the object of tis particular 
solicitude. 

“In this connection the well-defined 
inclinations of Parliament would make 
this protection an imperative duty of the 
Fgyptian Government ‘f it were not itself 
deeply and traditionally inspired by 
them. 

“The Egyptian Gevernment, both by. its 
declarations and its acts. has constantly 
given proof that foreigners can count in 
Egypt not on en treatment in ro way 
inferior to that which they could find in 
other countries, but also on a courteous 
hospitality, whieh is one of the distinctive 
features of the Egyptian people. 


PERPETUAL INTERFERENCE. 

“ But indépendently of the fcregoing, 
the Aide Memoire. in question constitutes 
+ perpetual suterference with the internal 
conduct of Egyptian affairs paralysing 
the exercise by Parliament of its right 
to legislate and to control administration, 
and rendering impossible the existence of 
a Government worthy of tue name. Such 
cannot clearly be the intention of the 
British Guovernmenr. i 

“For these., reasons, -the Egyptian 
Government cannot admit the principle of 
Fan intervention which would be tanta- 
mount to its veritable abdiction. As the 
Government of a sovereign and indepen- 
dent State, it is fully conscious of the 
duties which develve upon it. Ht intends 
to fulfil them strictly, and, with the help 
of God, to the satisiaction of all.” 


LORD LLOYD'S REPLY. 
RESERVE POINTS REMAIN 
RESERVED. 

Lord Lloyd, reply, says:— His 
Majesty's Government cannot accept 
Your Excellency’s Note as a correct ex: 
position of the relations existing between 
Great Britain and Egypt or of their 
respective obligations. By the declara- 
tion of February 28th, 1922, His Majesty's 
Government declared the independence of 
Egypt, subject to the four reservations set 

out therein. 

“ His .Majesty’s , Government so! 
panied the announcement of their decision 
to foreign Powérs by the statement that 
the welfare and integrity of Egypt are 
necessary to the peace and salety of the 
British Empire, which will, therefore, 
always maintain as an essential British 
interest the special relations between 
itself and Egypt long recognised by other 
Governments. 

“In calling attention to these special 
relations as defined in the declaration, 
His Majesty’s Government stated that 
they would not admit them to be ques- 
tioned or discussed by any other Power ;

The President—Hang on a minute; we are 
not concerned with the last courtmartial.

The witness dented having said that. he 
wished to squash the rumour that, the Chap- 
lain had brought him, or that he said he gave 
the Commander carte. blancha to make the 
necessary apologies to the -bandmaster and 
officers who might feel affronted. He denied 
that he thanked the Commander for getting 
him out of a d~—— nasty hole. What he had 
said was that he congratulated the Com- 
mafider on handling the business tactfully. 
“FED UP WITH MY FLAG CAPTAIN.” 
The witness next gave his account of the 
disémbarkatiun incident. 

Captain Dewar—I suggest that, far from 
my being angry, I was extremely apprehen- 
sive, and that you were extremely angry and 
excited? 

Witness—I considered that you were in an 
extremely. bad temper. 

Wasn't it the ship you found fault with?— 
It was entirely my Flag Captain with whom 
I found fault. 

Didn’t you say you were fed up with the 
ship !—No, I said that I was fed up with my 
Flag Captain. 

Did you want another Flag Captain because 
the port fadder was not ready?—No, I did 
not. Thete were many other reasons why 
I should have liked another Flag Captain. 
You said just now that our relations were 
perfectly correct. 

Witness—One wants more than “perfectly 
correct” in ones relations with one’s Flag 
Captain. One wants a loyal friend, who will 
be one’s right-hand man on every occasion, 
who ‘will ont the Admiral’s interests before 
everything else in the world. 

“ Captain’ Dewar—Even before the interests 
of the Servive!? 
Witness—The Admiral's interests are the in- 
terests of the. Service. 

VERY FORBEARING. 
Are the interests of the Service and those 
of the Admiral necessarily the same’—It is a 
supposititious question.

É CAPTAIN'S PROTEST. 

Captain Dewar—May | most respectfully 
submit that a protest be entered in the 
minutes against the limitations placed in the 
cross-examination of this witness? 

The Prosecutor objected when Captain 
Dewar asked the witness questions regarding 
his interview with the Vice-Admiral, on the 
ground that it was a privileged conversation. 

The President (to Captain Dewar)—Will 
you please note that we allowed you to pro- 
ceed. as far as possible in asking questions as 
to what passed hetween the Vice-Admiral and 
Rear-Admiral Collard, but we are not pre- 
pared to let this go any further. 

Captain’ Dewar—May I most respectfully 
submit that my protest at not being allowud 
to get an answer to this question be noted 
in the minutes? 

Replying to further questions, the witness 
agreed that the Captain was justified in ra 
porting to his senior officer incidents which 
he considered prejudicial to discipline. The 
Captain, however, should report verbally. A 
written complaint was not justified until all 
other Service methods had been employed. 

The witness denied threatening the Captain 
with a court-martial for making a complaint. 

Captain Dewar—Supposing a Lieutenant 
drank too much, thus setting a bad example 
to young officers, would not the Captain be 
vight to state the effect of his conduct in a 
letter to his superior officer ? 

Witness—I do not propose to offer any 
answer. 

Did you not say at the Court of Inquiry 
that from the moment that I joined the shi 
I was disloyal to you’—No, I said that 
felt you were not my friend, and were not 
loyal. 

Did you say at the Court of Inquiry that I 
had failed to give you certain information 
about the ship, and that this had nearly 
brought about an accident '—Quite likely. 

A BUOYING INCIDENT. 

The witness then went on to explain that 
oh the 8th March Royal Oak and Ramillies 
were allotted two numbered buoys in the 
harbour. . Hé gave orders accordingly for 
Royal Oak. to enter first. During the night 
the numbers of the buoys were changed, and 
he had great difficulty in stopping Ramillies, 
as Roval Oak had swung across the harbour. 
Ramillies had to find her buoy in the un- 
necessarily narrow space between Eagle and 
Royal Oak. A good Flag Captain would have 
said; “You are sending them in the wrong 
ordér.’’ As it was, the witness felt that he 
had been let down. He did not mention it 
before, as it occurred after the events. 

The Judge Advocate here explained that the 
accused was trying to rebut the accusation 
of disloyalty made by the witness at the 
Court of Inquiry. 

Captain Dewar next asked why the witness 
had not complained at the time of the 
occurrence, 

Witness—I thought that any fanlt-finding 
with you that afternoon would be injudicious : 
that it conld wait. ; 

The witness was not aware that Captain 
Dewar had told the Staff Officer that a warn- 
ing signal had better be sent to Ramillies. 

Captain Dewar—Do you think that under 
the circumstances I have described that it was 
fair to tell the Conrt of Inquiry that vou 
thought that my hehaviour on this occasion 
was an example of my deliberate disloyalty 
to von? x 

Witness—I do, 

In his re-examination Rear-Admiral Collatd 
said that he considered that an Admiral could 
take charge anywhere that he thought fit. 

Vice-Admiral Kelly said that ‘two letters 
were brought to Mir by Reat-Aditiral Collard. 
He took them to the Commander.-inChief, as 
he thought that there was no other course 


by Mr. Kimball, Vice- 
Admiral Kelly said that a Captain must rely 
on his Commander to let him know what was 
happening aboard. 

The ease for the prosecution was closed at 
twenty minutes to four. 

A MESS DECK RUMOUR, 

The Court then called the Master-at-Arms, 
who testified as to the morale on Royal Oak. 

In reply to questions by Captain Dewar, the 
witness said that after the ladder incident a 
rumour went round the mess decks that Rear- 
Admiral Collard had told Captain Dewar that 
the latter was “no more use to me than a 
bloody midshipman.”” He added that such a 
remark would decidedly diminish respect for 
the Captain. 

THE SHIP’S COMPANY. 

The Colour-Sergeant of the Royal Marines 
in the Royal Oak, who was.next called, gave 
evidence that the conduct of the ship’s com- 
pany was average. 

In reply to —— Dewar, he said that 
offences among the Royal Marines in the 
March quarter were double those 
December quarter. 

After the adjournment for tea, Captain 
Osborne gave evidence to the same éffect as 
his testimony in ‘the’ courtmartial of 
Commander Daniel. 

Paymaster Lieutenant €omimahdér Crichton 
was then recalled by the Court; and ‘closeiy 
questioned by the President an to when’ he 
first received the letters of Commander Daniel 
and Captain Dewar.

THE DEFENCE. 

COUNSEL’S STATEMENT. 

. Captain Dewar then elected to give evidence 
on his own behalf and to call witnesses. 

Mr, Kimball outlined the case for the 
defence. He pointed out that certain para- 
graphs' in Captain Dewar’s letter definitely 
contained serious accusations. concermng the 
conduct of Rear-Admiral Collard,’ There had 
been no complaint in the charges, however, that 
the report was either in substance or in form, 
or in the way in which it was communicated, 
a Ay g but what was entirely proper and 
justified. : 

Mr. Kimball asked whose discipline had 
been subverted, and into whose contempt a 
superior had been brought. He emphasised 
the fact thab the accused was being court- 
martialled at his own request, in order: that 
he might be given the opportunity to clear 
his reputation. The letter only’ contained 
true statements of the events and conditions 
which it was Commander Daniel’s duty to 
report, and Captain Dewar’s duty was to 
forward che report secretly through the 
proper channels.

He 
accepted, subject to the condition that he 
should remain an Inspector of the Local 
Government Board. ‘“ Having a retreat 
open,” he said, after his final retirement, “‘ en- 
abled me more than oncé to take up a . 
tion of independence with the Castle and the 
Treasury, not as regards my own interests, 
but .with reference to the freedom of the 
Board from control by any Government 
official or department.’’ Mr. Micks, there 
can be no doubt, was largely the author of 
the methods of administration that were 
followed by the Board at the start, and he 
was instrumental also in obtaining some of 
the changes which increased the usefulness of 
the Board as time went on. He himself 
initiated, with a report on conditions in Done. 
gal (with which he had made special acquaint 
ance while acting as a member of the ty 


‘Donegal Light Railway Commission), the plan 


of “ base-line’’ reports, which gave complete 
information as to the matters requiting the 
attention of the Board in the scheduled dis- 
tricts. Mr. Micks remained Secretary to the 
Board for seven years. 

In 1898, when the functions and scope of 
the Local Government Boatd were altered 
and extended by the Local Government Act 
of that year, Mr. Micks, who had been at 
the inayguration of two new Statute-con- 
stituted departments (the Land Commission 
and the Congested Districts Board), was ap- 
pointed a Commissioner of the Local Govern- 
ment Board, and helped Sir Henry Robinson 
to get the new system into working order. 
In 1905 he was seconded to act as 
Chairman of the Viceregal Poor Law Re- 
form Commission for Ireland, which reported 
in 1906; and on the completion of that 
task he was nominated almost immediately 
as a member of the Viceregal Committee ap- 
pointed to inquire into the working of the 
1899 Act that. constituted the Department 
of Agriculture: and ‘Technical Instruc- 
tion. Dissenting fiom his colleagues on 
that inquiry, he submitted a minority report. 


.Mr. Micks, while still a Commissioner of the 


Local Government Board, was appointed in 
1909 an honorary member of the Congested 
Districts Board, an appointment made, no 
doubt, in connection with the preparation f 
Mr. Birrell’s Land Act. Under that Act the 
scope of the Board, as from the beginnin 
of the vear 1910, was altered and fs PE 
The area of the congested districts was more 
than doubled, and greater powers and in- 
creás d income were given to the Board. 

The membership of the Board was altered, 
provision being made for ‘‘ permanent ” 
fpaid) members. Mr. Micks became one of 
the permanent members, the otlier being Sir 
Henry Doran. The opetations of the Board 
now included land purchase on an extensive 
lainly beyond the power, in practi 
of an honorary rd or of executive office 
without the authority of membership. As 
an administrative device, the new system 
seemed excellent, and it is probable that only 
the strict limitation placed by war cireum- 
stances from 1914 onwards on the financial 
resources of the Board y;zevented a result not 
far short of a solution of the congestion 
problem. 

On the re-arrangement of departments fol- 
lowing the setting-up of the Government of 
the Irish Free State, the Board was dissolved, 
the land purchase operations being trans- 
ferred to the Land Commission and the 
industrial and miscellaneous work to the new 
Ministry of Fisheries. Mr. Micks remained 
during the transition stage, and saw accom- 
plished the transfer of the branches with 
which he was specially concerned. In April, 
1924, after more than fifty years’ service, 
he retired; but, unable at once to cut himself 
quite clear of his dominating interest, he 
spent many months in the writing of a 
‘History of the Congested Districts Board,” 
which was published in 1925. 

“I was for a month or so in 1801,” he 
wrote, reviewing the personal connection that 
fitted him for the task, ' the Board’s on! 
official, and it so happened that in 1924 i, 
who was the first in, was the last out of the 
offices where the Board’s business in Dublin 
was transacted,”’ 


MR. P. D. FLEMING, K.C. 


We regret to announce the death of Mr. 
P. D. Fleming, K.C., a former County Court 
Judge for King’s County, Longford, Meath 
and Westmeath, which occurred on Tuesday 
at his residence, 15 Herbert street, Dublin. 
M:, Fleming, who was a native of Kilmallock, 
had a brilliant career in Dublin University, 
of which he was a Sénior Moderator and 
Gold Medallist and Master of Arts. He was 
a scholar of the Middle Temple, London, and 
was called to the Irish Bar in: 1881, taking 
silk in 1904. In 1918 he was appointe 
County Court, Judge for King’s County and 
Westmeath areas, and continued in that office 
until 1924, when’ he rétired upon the instita- 
tion of the Circuit Court system under the 
Courts of Justice Act. At the Bar Mr. 
Fleming was a very able advocate and an 
excellent cross-examiner. Most of his prac- 
tice consisted of Chancery work, and his 
advice was often sought in intricate com: 
mercial cases which required mathematical 
skill. He built up a very large practice in 
the province of Munster, and particularly in 
the County of Cork. He frequently appeared 
with, or in opposition to, such well-known 
counsel as Mr. C. L. Matheson, K.C., who 
became Recorder of Belfast; Mr. Stephen 
Ronan, K.C., who became a High rt 
Judge; Mr. T. L. O'Shaughnessy, K.C., who 
became Recorder of Dublin; Mr. H. D. 
Conner, K.C., who became Circuit, Court 
Judge of Cork; Mr. Serjeant J, F. Moriarty, 
K.C., and many other eminent lawyers. As 4 
Judge Mr. Fleming proved himself strictly 
unpartial. and his judgments were invariably 
sound. He was extremely popular with his 
brethren of the Bench and Bar, and his 
death is much regretted. Judge Fleming 
was a member of- the St. Stephen's Green 
Club, Dublin.
